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Whether Bluff or Otherwise 

It is reasonable to assume, as the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst the preceding page, 
that the talk of sending large numbers of Com- 
munist to Egypt is a bluff. The 
physical difficulties of transporting and supply- 
ing troops are great With its hands full 
in Eastern Soviet Union surely 
would hesitate before taking on a new military 
commitment in the Mediterranean. 

But if threat of volunteers is only a 
propaganda bluff, still it is a threat which must 
be faced on the chance that it might be some- 
thing more Apparently that is why Acting 
Secretary of State Herbert Hoover Jr., in his 
speech to the General Assembly, made a point 
of warning the Union that any new 
armed intercession in Egypt would clearly call 
for United Nations action, and that the United 
States would support such action. 

This amounts about what the President 
Said at his news conference earlier, What kind 
of action the U.N. might take is left undefined. 
But doubt that in the nature of 
things it would have to be armed action? How 
could the U.N by, passing resolutions, 
while its own peace patrols were threatened by 
the arrival of hostile forces? And since a free 
Europe is vital to American interests, and a 
Soviet military intervention in Egypt would 
threaten Europe’s freedom almost as effectively, 
in the long run, as a direct attack, it seems 
evident that the United States would be bound 
to oppose such intervention with force if need be. 

Is that what the Administration is indicating 
by its guarded statements? If so, it would 
surely be wise to let the Russians know this 
clearly and definitely.

Writing an exciting Nnar- 
rative is not, of course, the 
historian’s only responsibil- 
ity. He is obliged also to 
suggest causes, estimate re- 
sults, assess significance, pass 
judgment. The author has 
not completely ignored these 
obligations. In his account of 
the railroad barons, the cele- 
brated “Big Four,’ who 
pushed the Central Pacific 
over the mountains in a fev- 
erish race to lay as much 
track as possible before join- 
ing the west-moving Union 
Pacific, he does not shrink 
from calling Collis P. Hunt- 
ington an unscrupulous ma* 
nipulator and his associate 
Charles Crocker a_ ruthless 
exploiter of Chinese labor. 
Such judgments, though, and 
the actions that give rise to 
them, are minimized in favor 
of a glowing account of the 
men's accomplishments 


NO ONE HISTORY of 
a region or an era can he 
complete. If this one em- 
phasizes action, if the author's 
scope is colossal, his tempo 
swift, his tone shrill, and if 
his style runs to superlatives 
of size, amount, power, force, 
and speed, surely to a large 
extent the author is justified 
by his subject. The opening 
of the West is the epic chap- 
ter in our history.

| want to report to the Board of Directors on the matters relating to 
the company’s action and activities in connection with the adoption-in 1955 
of an amendment to the Statutes of Illinois which permitted the acquisition 
of our Illinois subsidiary by Union Electric. 


| must say that the facts printed by the local newspapers, which most 
of you have read, are in the main accurately reported. We have made, 
and are still making, a determined effort to get all the facts surrounding 
this situation and to communicate them as quickly as possible. This sum- 
mary which | will present to the Board will give you all the salient facts as | 
know them to date, with the expectation ‘that it will facilitate consideration 


by this Board 


BACKGROUND 


First. lat me give you the background so that we may better understand 
what is invelved and what caused our action in the first place. 


For many years, the Union Electric Company of Missouri had operated 


an Illinois subsidiary which furnished electrical power to a large residential 
and industrial area across the Mississippi River from St. Louis. Our Illinois 
subsidiary was a separate company with an Illinois charter. Illinois law re- 


quired this. From an operating standpoint, however, our Missouri and Illinois 
companies were one company—with an unified. coordinated generating and 
transmission system. 


The results of this artificial separation of the two companies were both 
inefficiency and higher costs. This is a very technical matter but here are 
two samples of what separate maintenance of an Illinois company led to: 


(1) It hampered our ability to raise money for future expansion of our 
Ilinnis facilities. The net effect of various requlations was that we could 
pledge the property of our Missouri company only as security on bonds. We 
could pledge the stock but not the property of our Illinois subsidiary. The 
stock was not as prime a security. 


(2) Alfhough our Missouri-iilinois system was physically and actually one 
the paper presence of two companies required us to engage in constant and, 
actually, unnecessary bookkeeping as a result of having to draw up contracts 
for the purchase and sale of power between the two companies. 


| want to emphasize too. that the matter of tax savings was never an 
element in our desire to end the separate and dual existence of our Illinois 
subsidiary. 


As a matter of fact, we will suffer a net tax loss in excess of $15,000 a 


year as a result of passage of this legislation. Our annual Illinois franchise 
tax will be reduced by $36,000, but our annual Missouri Income Tax—be 
cause of our formal acquisition of the Illinois property—will be increased 


more than $50,000 


The problem caused by this provision of Illinois law was appreciated by 
many individuals and groups who have an understanding of utility matters. 
In 1951, the Illinois Public Utilities Laws Commission was appointed to recom- 
mend amendments to the Illinois Public Utilities Act—the act which con- 
tained the provision that required Union Electric to maintain a separate 
company for its Illinois subsidiary. 


In its report to the 1953 Illinois Legislature, the Commission recom- 
mended that this provision be abandoned. It said 


“The suggestion has also been made that there be a 
provision inserted in Section 28 of the existing law to ex- 
empt public utility companies owning and operating a 
public utility system situated partly in Illinois and partly 
in an adjoining state or states so that these public utility 
companies do not have to have an Illinois charter. In order 
to conform to the requirements of the present Section 28 
a utility company operating in various states must, as far 
as its Illinois operations are concerned, carry on through 
an Illinois subsidiary corporation. The proposed amend- 
ment would simplify the corporate structure of such util- 
ity companies and would present an opportunity te elimi- 
nate many problems which now arise, particularly with 
reference to the issuance of securities to finance the addi- 
tions and extensions which are constantly required to 
serve the ever-increasing public demand. 

“We believe that the above mentioned changes in 
Sections 28 and 90 of the existing Public Utilities Act 
should be made.’ 


It is, | believe, important te note that the proposed amendment had the 
approval of several important groups. These included the Illinois Commerce 
Commission and the Illinois and Chicago Bar Associations. 


While the bill was pending in the 1953 legislature, Mr. Richard J. Lyons, 
Director of Revenue of Illinois, expressed opposition te it on the ground 
that a utility subsidiary which ceased to be an Illinois corporation would no 
longer pay the Illinois capital stock tax. In the case of Union Electric, this 
tax amounted to $450,000. 


As a result of this opposition, the first proposed amendment was rot 
passed. It was obvious that the loss of so large an amount of revenue would 
have a very serious effect—particularly to sehool districts which were largely 
supported by these substantial taxes. |t was evident that the amendment 
must be written so as to eliminate this tax loss if it was ever to receive favor- 
able consideration by the Illinois legislature, 


For ten or fifteen years Union Electric had employed Mr. Henry Drie- 
meyer, @ prominent and respected lawyer of East St. Louis to represent the 
company in many important legal matters in Illinois. With the exception of 
the matter now under discussion, these never involved legislative work. 


Although Mr. Driemeyer was not on 
sought his lega! ability and counsel. 


a regular retainer from us. we often 


In this case, we asked him if he could find a solution that would achieve 
two things 


(1) Provide the schoo! and other taxing districts. with the amount of 
revenue they needed from our Illinois properties, while 


(2) Relieving us of the internal inefficiencies, costs and long-term 
financial disadvantages of operating what is really one company as two 
companies. 


Mr. Driemeyer undertook this assignment and worked out a plan to be 
incorporated in the proposed bill. This plan required us to pay annuaily 
an amount equal to the capital stock tax paid the year before Union Electric 
acquired the subsidiary. This, we felt, wou'd eliminate the opposition, particu- 
larly since it removed the fear of reduced revenues to the school and tax 
districts. It required Union Electric to pay the stipulated amount each year 
and no loss would be suffered by the districts. 


Mr. Driemeyer took up the proposed solution in the form of a new bill 
with the Revenue Department and with the taxing districts affected. Both 
groups approved. The hill was then put into final form and was introduced in 
the Legislature, on April 19, 1955 as Senate Bill #485 


It is also significant that the new bill was supported by City and School 
Board officials of Monsanto, Illinois, the principal office of our Illinois sub- 
sidiary and the community most dependent on its tax revenues. 


This legislation was adopted in the Senate with but four dissenting votes. 
Subsequently it was approved unanimous! 


y in the House and signed by the 
Governor on June 15. 1955 


These are the basic facts reaarding the bill and how it came to be written, 
recommended, introduced and passed by the Illinois Legisiature 


There was, however, one point of departure from our fixed policy of 


more than |5§ years Union Electric has not had a legislative representative 

lllinois—or anywhere else tor that matter—for many years. However, 
there was no moral, ethical or legal reason why we should not empioy a legis 
lative agent. Many business and labor organizations do, both in the National 
Congress and in state legislatures. Most such men pertorm a useful service 
and are essential to the informed functioning of legislatures on difficult or 
technical matters. The employment of legislative agents is completely proper 
However, it is equally important that legislative agents conduct themselves 
properly 


| felt that if we had had someone closely following the bill in 1953, we 
might have been able to promptly correct the revenue objection that Mr 
Lyons had raised and possibly to have secured passage of the bill in that year 
Accordingly, in 1955. we assigned Mr. Harry Williamson, our Rea! Estate

(1) The fact that the upcoming !955 session of the Iilinois Legislature 
was expected to be both crowded and hectic. There was to be a legislative 
reapportionment. Some very controversial measures were scheduled tor 
debate. Although the bill we were interested in was not controversial and 
was satistactery to a!! parties concerned, its public appeai or interest was 


limited. There was a very rea’ danger it would be lost in committee and not 


even come to a vote. They believed we needed someone to persistently seek 
a place for this bill on House and Senate calendars. 


(2) The bill was, necessarily, highly technical. While its details had been 
carefully worked out, they thought a lawyer should be present in Springfield 
to answer any questions raised by legislators, 


Mr. Driemeyer stated that he did not feel he had the legislative experi: 
ence or the acquaintances to make him the proper lawyer to undertake 
the work. Mr. Williamson is not a lawyer and, in addition, was occupied 
with his regular duties in the company. 


Mr. Sanford was told by Messrs. Driemayer and Williamson that they 
had made some inquiries which led them to recommend a Mr. J. Roy 
Browning of Chicago as the best man the company could get to follow this 
legislation. They further reported to Mr. Sanford that Mr. Browning would 
accept this employment for a retainer of $7,500 plus an agreement to pay 
three additional installments as the bill progressed through the Legislature. 
The total amount involved in the agreement was $35,000. 


Mr. Sanford informed them that | was at that time on the program of 
the Southwest Electric Conference in Chandler, Arizona. He said he could 
not approve such employment without discussing it with me, but that he 
would take the matter up with me at the conference which he was going to 
attend. 


Mr. Sanford did discuss this matter with me. | telephoned Mr. Driemeyer 
from Chandler. He told me that he had known Browning for many years: 
that he had a good reputation and that, in his judgment, Brewning should 
be employed. In reply to my question about the amount of the fee proposed, 
Mr. Driemeyer pointed out that the full amount would be payable only if 4 
good result were obtained and that, in his opinion, the amount was reason- 
able in view of the importance of the matter and the work which might be 
involved. 


| had complete confidence in Mr. Driemeyer's judgment and character 
Therefore, | ultimately authorized the employment of Browning. 


Since | have returned to the city on Tuesday, November 13, } have 
acquired some additional and important facts about the employment of Mr 
Browning—facts with which | was not familiar at the time of my conference 
with Mr. Driemeyer. Since | propose to give this Board all the information 
| have, | shall include these facts later in my report, in connection with 
specific points which the Board should consider

QUESTIONS FOR THE BOARD TO CONSIDER

(1) Were the objectives of Union Electric improper? 


It is my considered judgment that the legislation is in the public interest 
and, in itself, has absolutely no element of impropriety. As | have already 
explained, the legis ation will enable Union Electric to improve its service 
and efficiency, and to more easily expand its facilities as its area grows. 't 
will not lessen—in fact, will slightly increase—our total tax burden. The fact 
that the legislation is meritorious has been somewhat obscured by the mas: 
ot other details reported, and its importance not fully recegnized.

City, and was widely regarded as having an unusually promising future 
Althou h | have never known him personally, | understand that he was are 
aiaden person at that time. However, his office of State Auditor had no 
official responsibilities or connection with the legislation concerning our 
linois subsidiary. 


In 1956, it was discovered that Hodge had stolen large sums of money 
from the State by various devices and had also been connected with other 
improper activities. The disclosures created a great public scandal and 
Hodge, after pleading quilty, was sent to the State Penitentiary. 


Within the past“few days, we have learned that the proceeds of all four 
checks drawn by Union Electric (three of them payable to Browning person- 
ally and one to his firm) went into a so-called Hodge ‘envelope account . 
This account was kept secretly for Hodge by. a Chicago banker named 
Hintz, who is also now in the penitentiary. 

| have also learned the following details of Browning's employment: 

Mr. Williamson asked several people for suggestions as to whom he should 
employ to represent us on this legislation. He had narrowed the selection 
down to two. He then went for advice to Hodge, whom he had known for a 
long time and regarded as a friend. Hodge told Mr. Williamson that Brown- 
ing was the best man to employ; that he and Browning were very close 
friends, and that he would arrange the employment at once. Mr. Williamson 
said that he had no authority to engage anyone at that time, but he did ask 
Hodge to determine if Browning were available and what fee he would 
expect. 


Hodge later called Mr. Williamson, reported that Browning would take 
the job and outlined the terms of payment totalling the $35,000 previously 
mentioned. Meanwhile, Mr. Williamson had conferred with Mr. Driemeyer 
who later informed him that | had authorized the employment. Mr. Drie 
meyer recalls that he mentioned to Mr. Sanford when recommending the 
employment of Browning that Hodge was one of those who recommended 
Browning. 

Mr. Wiiliamson then called Hodge and asked him to have Browning get 
in touch with Mr. Driemeyer. At that time, Mr. Driemeyer was in Urbana. 
Illinois, on business. Browning reached him there by phone and they made 
a cate to meet in Hodge's office in Springfield Illinois, on April 21, 1955 


The meeting was held, as arranged, in the lobby of Hodge's office 
According to Messrs. Driemeyer and Williamson, they dealt solely with 
Browning. They went over the details and gave him a copy of the bill which 
had already been introduced in the legislature 

They also gave him some factual material explaining the proposed legis- 
lation and its significance. The conference ended about noon and the sug 
gestion was made that they ask Hodge to have lunch with them. They went 
into Hodge's office to see him. While Hodge could not join them at lunch 
he did speak privately with Browning at the time. During the conferenge in 
the lobby of Hodge's office, Mr. Driemeyer gave Browning our check tor 
the $7,500 we had agreed to pay him at that time. (Browning has subse 
quently said that during his privaté meeting with Hodge he endorsed the 
$7,500 check and gave it to Hodge.| 

Durina their conference in the lobby Browning told both Mr. Dr emeyer 
and Mr. Williamson that he usually made his headquarters in Hodge's office 
when he was in Springfield. He said they could get in touch with him or leave 
word for him there 


This is the sum of the information given to me by Messrs. Driemeyer and 
Williamson. 


Browning s version of this meeting—as it has been reported to me—is 
that it was understood between him and our representatives that Hodge was 
to lobby for the bill while Browning did the lega! work. Messrs. Driemeyer 
and Williamson flatly deny this. 

This is a basic dispute of fact on which | shall comment further in this 
report 

As a matter of fact, the leg Siafive session during which this BD | was up 
for passage did prove to be one of the most hectic of recent times in 
IIlinois, and included a filibuster which stopped the work of the entire body 
for several days. 

From time to time, | received reports of the progress of the b 

Under the existing circumstances, it appeared to be receiving unexpect- 
edly good attention from the Legislature, and | was gratified when i¢ ulti- 
mately passec. 

Now iet me cover some more recent events 

While | was in New York on business ‘ast Monday !| received a phere 
call from a reporter who asked me hew the payments to Browning were 
handiec. | to'd him that my office did not attend ta that part of the business 
but that in the norma! course of events such payments would be by checks 


and the checks would be mailed to the recipient. | flew back te St. Louis 
and Tuesday began a detailed investigation into the entire matter. 

| examined the four checks. It was apparent that the endorsement af 
Browning's name on the back of the last three checks was not made by the 
same person who endorsed the first check 

My inquiry also disclosed that the first check to Browning for $7,500 was 
delivered to Browning on April 2!, 1955—in the lobby of Hodge's office, as 
| mentioned previously—and that each of the remaining checks were taken 
by Mr. Williamson to Springfield in an envelope with Browning s name writ 
ten on it. and left with Orville Hoage. 

Mr. Williamson's explanation for not mailing the checks, as we normally 
de. is that he was going to Springfield anyway and thought he would see 
Browning there. When he didnt meet Browning he thought it convenient 
to leave the checks with his friend Hodge, as Browning had suggested he 
do with any messages for him. Mr. Williamson also points out that these 
were checks, not cash, and that they could not legally be cashed unless 
Browning signed his endorsement on the back of them. 

It is difficult for me to disassociate myself from what is now known of 
Hodge and his activities in order to judge how | would have looked at the 
situation when Hodge was prominent and respected. |t is obvious, however 
that we did not follow a business-like procedure in our dealings with 
Browning. 


This | do know: 

lt was unwise and directly contrary to our long-established company 
policy to have so intimately included Hodge in'either the employment of 
Browning or in making payments to Browning through Hodges office in 
Springfield. 

It is perfectly clear that a business as closely related to the public welfare 
and public government as is that of Union Electric should neither seek nor 
accept favors from public officials 

For fifteen years we have followed tne practice of taking up metters 
with public officials that related to our business strictly on the basis of merit 
and regardless of any personal relations with them 

We have felt that we could better carry out this policy by not employing 
legislative agents. Our contacts with them would necessarily be limited end 
our contro! of their activities would not always be satisfactory 

Eight or ten years ago, we contr buted to the Missouri Utilities Associa 
tion our share of the fees paid a lawyer hired by the Association to make 
a presentation to a committee of the Missouri Legislature on a question af 
fecting the whole industry. For a few years we were members of the Na 
tional Association of Electric Companies, which is registered to lobby in the 
Congress. We resigned from this association several years ago 

These—and the employment of Mr. Driemeyer and, later Browning, on 
thig illinois legislation—are the only instances of legislative expenditures 
By OIF Company 

| doubt very much that there are many companies, utilities or otherwise 
who have spent less on legislation than we have during this entire period 


Making an exception in the instance of this proposed amendment to the 


linois Public Utilities Act seemed justified to me at the time. Here was a 
measure supported by and agreed to Dy everyone directly concerned and 
everyone who studied it. This included the Commission, the Bar, Taxing 


Districts, etc 

The only influence we neeaec was the diligence necessary to get it te 
a vote ana keep it trom getting lost among the many ofner bills in The 
Legislature. The only effort we really had to make was to explain it 

While my investigation is not complete, tne facts | can learn up to now 
do not indicate that Browning had anything to do with expediting the pas 
sage of the bill we were interested ir Browning claims to have pencilled in a 


provision in the bill limiting it to companies which hed property in adjoining 
states. Filowever, that provision was already in the t when it was put on 
the legislative calendar two days before Browning seid he pencilled in that 
Drovision. 

As a matter of fact, we were surprisea Dy the serious interes? shown in 


this legislation by the public bodies affected and by the leaders of the 
'inois House and Senate 

We are now convinced that we were wrong when we assumed that eg ‘ 
lative conditions might be such as to require the ettort of @ egisiative agent 
for this bill.

New Lows for Year — 
Treasury Issues Slip. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17 ‘AP)— 
The corporate bond market con- 
tinued its downward path this 
week, with all segments except 
industrials hitting new lows for 
fhe year. United States Gov- 
ernment obligations, after a 
one-week jump, resumed their 
decline. 

Rails took the heaviest blows, 
as measured by the Associated 
Press index of 60 representa- 
tive bonds. Investment quality 
issues, blue chip bonds selling 
over par value, also took a 
licking. 

Japanese bonds were off 
slightly in a generally depress 
foreign jist. 

Nearly half of the corporate 
volume of $24,089.180- par value 
was traded Thursday and Fri- 
day. Volume a week earlier 
was $15,794,000 and a vear ago 
$17,741,700. 

Government bonds were not 
traded Monday because of the 
Veterans day holiday, but they 
slipped a bit after that until 
Friday, when the slide halted— 
at least for one day. 

For the week. the 2'os of 
1963 dropped 4-32 to close at 
9481-32 bid.

IOWA CITY, Ia. Nov. 17 
(UP\—Iowa bought its passport 
to the Rose Bowl today, up- 
setting Ohio State, 6-0, to break 
the Buckeyes’ 17-game Big Ten 
winning streak. This gave the 
Hawkeyes a share of the con- 
ference title for the first time 
in 34 years 

The win, before 57.732 fans, 
closed Iowa's Big Ten season 
with five wins and one defeat, 
a record that Ohio State could 
equal by beating Michigan next 
Saturday. 

But customarily the Big Ten 
selects for the Rese Bowl the 
highest eligible team in the 
standings. Iowa was considered 
a cinch for the trip to Califor- 
nia as neither the Buckeyes nor 
Michigan State can play in the 
post-season match this year. 

No single player stood out in 
Iowa's victory over the Big 
Ten's top offensive club which 
last week set a conference rec- 
ord for rushing against  Indi- 
ana. Today that rushing game 
broke down completely’ on 
Iowa's rugged defense, seventh 
best in the nation, and Ohio 
State’s deepest penetration into 
Hawkeye territory was only to 
the 32 

Instead, Hawkeye fans had to 
salute Quarterback Ken Ploen, 
Halfbacks Don Dobrino and Bill 
Happel, Fullback Fred Harris, 
and such line standouts as Jim 


Gibbons, Frank Gilliam, Alex 
Karras, Don Suchy and Dick 
Klein. 

Ploen, calling signals astutelvy, 


combined with Gibbons on a 17- 
verd pass for the only touch- 
down of the contect. Earlier a

In the stillness of a radiant qutumn sunrise a 
duck hunter sets out a decoy. A golden band 
rims the horizon. Above it, ragged rows of 
clouds show red and deep purple in the dawn 
sky. An undulating mirror of water, stroked 
by a gentle wind, reflects the fire of the heavens. 
The scene is the Fountain Grove Wildlife Man- 
agement Area in north central Missouri near 
Sumner. It contains approximately 5000 acres, 


of which some 2100 are lakes and shallow 
marshes, ideal habitat for resting and feeding 
waterfowl. The area is owned by the state, 
controlled by the Conservation Commission. A 
few miles southwest of the Fountain Grove hunt- 
ing area is the Swan Lake Federal Refuge 
where, on the perimeter of the area, goose 
shooting is permitted. Missouri's waterfow! sea- 
son opened on October 26, ends on January 3.

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Daniel Boone Expressway Extension Takes Form 


Work Proceeding on Big Culvert, Part of Brentwood Overpass Project, and Double Bridge Over Railroad Tracks

ONSTRUCTION IS PROGRESSING RAPIDLY on the extension 
€- of the Daniel Boone Expressway (Highway 40) between Brent- 
wood boulevard and Hanley road. Nearing completion is a 
preliminary phase of the expressway’s Brentwood overpass, a huge 
box culvert that will enclose Black Creek in the right-of - way area. 
Another important structure is taking shape several blocks east of 
the overpass site, a double bridge over the Terminal Railroad tracks. 
The section of culvert shown in the photo above extends be- 
tween the westbound entrance ramp to Highway 40 and Brentwood 
boulevard, on which auto is traveling in center background. The 
car has just crossed the bridge over the old creek channel. Beyond 


the road, bulldozers level dirt covering the completed part of the 
culvert. Next step is construction of a connecting link across Brent- 
wood boulevard. During this operation Brentwood traffic will be 
bypassed around work. 

The finished culvert will run underground for some 1200 feet, 
from a point near the long-standing dead end of Route 40 (upper 
right) to an outlet south of Eager road. The reinforced concrete 
tube has a width of 40 feet—two 20-foot sections—and is about 
10 feet deep. It was started July 1, and at times has had as many 
as 190 men working on it. When it is completed, possibly by the 
end of this month, work will start on the overpass. November, 1957,

TEAM TICK 


Very Fast Play, Emphasis on 
Intelligence, on Defense as 
Well as Offense, Are Factors

ACH AUTUMN A GREAT STORM blows out of 
the Southwest—the devastating University of 
Oklahoma football team. The Oklahoma phe- 

nomenon at first thought seems mysterious. But 
analysis leads to ready explanation. 

It all began during the war at Iowa Pre-Flight, 
where Coach Bud Wilkinson absorbed the new- 
fangled Split-T of Missourian Don Faurot. When 
he took charge at Oklahoma in 1947, Wilkinson 
proceeded to adjust the formation to electronic 
precision. 

To carry out this intricate offense in Big Seven 
competition, the Sooner coach realized early in his 
career that he wanted brains more than brawn on 
the field. Eighteen of his top 33 players last year 
had at least a B scholastic average, all in major 
courses, with not one hour flunked. 

Then there's the conditioning. Wilkinson in- 
sists only total effort makes champions. Players 
work to the point of exhaustion to achieve physical 
perfection. 

There’s the accent on defense. Oklahoma's 
scoring punch is tornado- like, but Wilkinson talks 
defense. He theorizes that if an opponent can't 
score, the Big Red can’t lose. Notre Dame’s Paul 
Hornung, after the South Bend humiliation, called 
Oklahoma's defense “frightening,” stating “It isn't 
that they’‘re big, it’s just that they're always there.” 

There's the fast-break. With ruthless effi- 
ciency, and their superior conditioning, Sooners 


fense off ‘balance. Wilkinson also philosophizes 
if there are twice as many plays executed, it {ol- 
lows there will be twice as many scoring chances. 

The success of Wilkinson's gridiron philos- 
ophy is staggering. Through last weekend his 
teams had won 37 straight games and scored in 
112 consecutive contests (both national records), 
finished among the top five in the country seven 
out of the past eight seasons (in Associated Press 
ratings), won national championships twice and 
are in position to repeat in 1956. He has had 56 
victories without a defeat in the Big Seven. Over- 
all, Wilkinson's Oklahoma record is 86 wins, eight 
losses, three ties and four bow] triumphs. 

Wilkinson draws chiefly on Oklahoma boys 
for his squad. Some boys are imported from the 
Texas Panhandle. A few other states are repre- 
sented. Currently Oklahoma has three All-Amer-. 
ica candidates—Center Jerry Tubbs and Halfbacks 
Tommy McDonald and Clendon Thomas. A fourth. 
Billy Tour. has few peers as a blocking back 
Opponents say there is little difference between 
the first and second teams. 

There’s one other factor in the Oklahoma suc- 
cess formula—the intense desire to win.

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Thanksgiving in Purvis Bay 


by ADM. ARLEIGH BURKE 


There may have been blacker nights than Thanksgiving 
Eve. 1943, in the South Pacific, but none could have 
been more completely blacked out with regard to infor- 
mation of the enemy 

Ihe Solomon Islands campaign, one of the decisive 
battles of World War II in the Pacific, was at its height, 
and the issue had not yet been resolved. Our destroyers 
were steaming north in search of the Japanese, who were 
reported to be evacuating their forces from the islands 
of Buka and Rabaul 

Suddenly our ships made contact with an unidentified 
force — strength unknown —- and closed to fight ut out 

Ihe battle continued throughout the night. One after 
another, the breaks fell to us. The pieces of the puzzle 
gradually slipped into their proper places as, one by one, 
the enemy warships were routed or sunk 

But, as dawn came, a new battle loomed ahead. Pur- 
suit of the beaten Japs had put our formation deep in 
enemy waters, far beyond our own air cover. The weather 
was clear, Japanese airfields were close by, and we knew 
they had many fighters and bombers on the four bases 
in the vicinity of Rabaul. 

As we began our retirement to the southward, aerial

attack seemed imminent. We hadn't suffered a single 
casualty during the night action, but now, perhaps, our 
luck had run out 

To our surprise, nothing happened nothing at all 
The Japanese did not strike back! As we continued to sail 
into friendher waters, identical requests began coming 
in to the flagship from every destroyer in the formation 
Finally we passed them all along to Admiral Merrill, our 
commander back in Purvis Bay: “Please arrange Thanks 
giving services for all hands on arrival.” 

They were waiting for us when we returned to port 
our Protestant, Catholic and Jewish chaplains. An ex 
planation also was waiting — a reconnaissance dispatch 
Stating that S8 enemy bombers and 145 fighters had been 
observed on the Japanese airfields near Rabaul. The, 
had not attacked us presumably because, through the 
grace of Divine Providence, they didn’t know our exact 
position and, hence, couldn't find us in time

WASHINGTON, DC 
Suppose the 10 Commandments were sent 
to Convress for legislative action. How far 
would Moses get on Capitol Hill? 

That he would encounter obstacles not 
mentioned in the Bible ts indicated by the 
Senate’s handling of Concurrent Resolution 
88. Introduced by Sens. Styles Bridges (R.., 
N.H.) and Earle Clements (D., Ky.) two 
days before Congress adjourned, it went al 
most unnoticed by the press. Yet it threw 
the Senate into a parliamentary tizz5 

Resolution 88 proclaims a simple belief 
that “the 10 Commandments, as the pri 
mary moral force behind the three great 
religions of today, Christianity, Judaism-and 
Islam, should be reaflirmed as the ethical 
code governing the lives of men and are the 
means of bringing about lasting world peace 
and a solution to the many problems of 
mankind.” 

The idea was urged upon Bridges by re 
ligious-minded friends. Clements joined in 
sponsoring the resolution to keep it non 
partisan. “We hoped it would stimulate 
spiritual thinking,” Bridges explains 

Phen why did this unpublicized resolution 
cause the biggest backstage stir the Senate 
has seen in'years’? The answer is found in 
the first clause of the first Constitutional 
Amendment: “Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion

For one thing, I don’t waste time chatting 
with people who just happen to drop by; 
Greenwich is far enough from New York so 
that when people come up to see me, they 
mean business. Also I save two hours of 
commuting.

His favorite theory concerns how to relax.

There's only one 
way to relax and that’s to sit down, prefer 
ably on something soft, and have a drink put 
in your hand by a pretty wife.”

From long experience, the 
Church knows that che perman 
ence and the harmony of family 
life are often jeopardized by mixed 
martiages, and, because of the re- 
ligious division, the children often 
grow up in an atmosphere of re 
ligious indifference. This does not 
mean that the Church regards 
non-Catholics as unworthy or in 
ferior. It is. simply, a matrer of the 
church's concern for the religious

This 
does not require the non-Catholic 
to become a Catholic, but it does 
require the signing of an agree-

ment to refrain from interfering 
with the religious life of the 
Catholic partner, and to raise and 
educate any children in the Catho- 
lic Faith 

The signing of this agreement 
iS, Moreover, Only the first require 
ment before the Church will dis 
pense from the law forbidding 
mixed marriages. The non-Catho 
lic party to the marriage is also 
required to take at least six hours’ 
instruction im the Catholic reli 
gion so as to know what is in- 
volved in marrying a Catholic 
Above all, the Church requires 
moral certainty that the union 
will be a lasting and happy one 

While some may call this at 
titude of the Church dictarorial, 
thoughtful and responsible non 
Catholic religious leaders take the 
same dim view of mixed marri 
ages. They’ know from experience 
that such unions all too often 
create a disasterous disunity of 
family life

The tragedy of the aging: 


patients hospitalized ‘by default’ 


Meanwhile, there is much to be learned about 
treatment of the aged — and much disagree- 
ment among experts on how to proceed 

In Illinois, for example, doctors told 
PARADE: “Only about 50 per cent of the aged 
admitted to mental hospitals are ‘true’ psy- 
chotics. The rest have mental illnesses that 
are not as severe. They do not require hos- 
pitalization. They belong in regular hospitals 
or nursing homes. They are placed in mental 
hospitals only by default of society.” 

On the other hand, listen to Dr. Paul H. 
Hoch, commissioner of the New York State 
Department of Mental Hygiene (New York, 
Connecticut and California are said to be 
among the best states in mental-health care) 

“Statements have been made that mental 
hospitals are admitting patients who are not 
mentally sick, but who have nowhere to go 
and therefore go to the mental hospital. As 
far as we have been able to ascertain, this has 
not occurred. 

“Today, there are patients admitted who 
show memory impairment, confusion, dis- 
Orientation and many of the signs of senile 
mental involvement. 

“Nevertheless, many of these patients are 
harmless, and with proper supervision could 
be cared for outside of an institution.” 

Dr. Hoch, however, is opposed to sending 
aged persons who need psychiatric super- 
vision out of the hospital to recetve custodial 
care only. He concludes: “To what extent 
myriad mentally or emotionally sick aged 
persons can be treated in nursing homes, in 
general hospitals, in geriatric clinics will 
have to be studied.” 

Thus, hot debate in the mental-health 
field continues about |) how many patients 
could be cared for “on the outside” and 2) 
what constitutes ideal outside facilities
